‘SCAMMERS 

ARE LOW LIFE’ 

WOMAN BRANDS FRAUDSTERS

A ST Helens woman has told of 
her shock after she was tar¬ 
geted by telephone fraudsters 
she branded “the lowest of 
the low”. 

The woman told how she ini¬ 
tially panicked after receiving 
a call from someone claiming 
to be a detective from Ham¬ 
mersmith CID - the same alias 
used by a conman who tricked 
two other pensioners out of 
part of their life-savings. 

He told the victim to call 


her bank and ask for the ac¬ 
count to be put on hold but it 
is believed this was a ruse to al¬ 
low the fraudsters to listen in 
to the conversation and obtain 
her account details. 

She said: “He told me he 
had to keep the call very quick 
and asked if I had given per¬ 
mission for someone to use 
my debit card to spend £1,800 
in an Apple store. 

“I said ‘definitely not’. He 
then told me to call the tel¬ 
ephone number on the back 
of my debit card to put a stop 
on my account. My heart was 
racing. 

“I don’t know why, but I 
asked if he had a telephone 


number that I could call him 
back on. He said ‘no’ and that 
he would call me back in 15 
minutes. That made me smell 
a rat.” 

The victim, who is in her 
60s and from Sutton, decided 
to use her mobile telephone 
to ring the bank instead of the 
landline on which she had re¬ 
ceived the call. 

She said: “When I picked 
the landline phone up again 
there was a tone - but not a 
normal tone. I called the bank 
from my mobile and they told 
me it wasn’t a legitimate call.

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Rescue alert after 
swans caught in line 



Rangers are warning anglers to take home discarded tackle

Council wildlife rangers are 
urging anglers to ensure they 
take home discarded lines and 
hooks when fishing on local 
waters. 

They issued a strong warning 
after two swans became en¬ 
tangled requiring emergency 
treatment. 

The two cygnets had to be 
rescued from Taylor Park lake 
after suffering injuries caused 
by fishing hooks and pike fish¬ 
ing trace wire. 

One was taken to a St Hel¬ 
ens based vet where it was 
treated before being released 
back onto the lake the follow¬ 
ing day. 

The second had to be trans¬ 
ferred to the RSPCA’s Stape- 
ley Grange Wildlife Centre for 
surgery. 

St Helens Council’s Cabi¬ 
net Member for Environment 
and Neighbourhoods, Coun¬ 
cillor Seve Gomez-Aspron, 


said: “Most anglers take a re¬ 
sponsible attitude, but there 
are a few who - through their 
own negligence - create real 
hazards for our local wildlife. 

“Members of the public 
and our rangers have been 
very upset by these two inci¬ 
dents. 

“The two resident adult 
swans at Taylor Park had 
their cygnets at the end of 
May - successfully raising 
five young, which is a fantastic 
achievement, so we’re asking 


everyone to help us look after 
them.” 

Naturalists confirm that 
fishing tackle related injuries 
are the biggest single cause of 
swan rescues, now running at 
more than 3,000 tackle related 
incidents a year. 

The annual cost to the vol¬ 
untary swan rescue groups (an 
estimated 1148 of the rescues), 
excluding labour is estimated 
to be £94,940 rising to an es¬ 
timated £202,863 if data for 
RSPCA rescues is included.

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Appeal to solve dad’s death

A SON is appealing for help in 
solving the mystery surround¬ 
ing his father’s death from 
asbestos poisoning. 

John Poyser was struck down 
with terminal cancer caused 
by contact with the deadly ma¬ 
terial and died aged 8o of mes¬ 
othelioma in October last year. 

Now son David, 55, is asking 
for anyone who worked with 
his father at firms - including 
a now-defunct St Helens firm 
- identified as the most likely 
sites where he came into con¬ 
tact with the toxic fibres. He 
also fears some of his father’s 
colleagues may also have been 
contaminated with the lethal 
substance. 

David, a retired printer of 
Lows Street, Golborne, said: 
“It was heartbreaking to watch 
my dad go downhill towards 
the end. He was as fit as a fid¬ 
dle and active, then this dis¬ 
ease took hold. He went from 
a muscly lad to a skeleton in 
no time.” 

Suspicion has fallen on 
two companies - one in Wigan 
where Mr Poyser worked dur¬ 
ing the 1960s which is still run¬ 
ning today but will no longer 
use asbestos, if it ever did - and 


Community Industry Limited 
in St Helens, which employed 
the grandfather for nine years 
in the 1980s - as the most likely 
sites where he was contami¬ 
nated. 

Mr Poyser said: “My dad 
did lots of j obs throughout his 
working life but I do remem¬ 
ber him talking about some ter¬ 
rible conditions at those two 
sites. Heusedtoworkfor acom- 
pany in Wigan in the 1960s. Part 
of his work involved cutting as¬ 
bestos. He used to come back 
covered in dust.” 

David recalls his father de¬ 
manding bosses at Commu¬ 
nity Industry - which had an 
office in St Helens - provide 
safety equipment to protect 
workers from the dirt and 
dust but ended up having to 
buy it himself. 

“His last job before he re¬ 
tired was working for Commu¬ 
nity Industry Limited which 
helped underprivileged kids 
from borstal get work expe¬ 
rience and try and get on the 
career ladder. They used to do 
anything - knocking down or 
renovating old buildings on 
dozens of sites around St Hel¬ 
ens. It was really filthy work. I 
remember him coming home 
from work complaining that 
the bosses weren’t providing 
them with masks and over¬ 
alls. He ended up having to 


buy breathing masks for him 
and the lads himself. 

“He was aware that it was 
a dirty place but didn’t realise 
that he could have been dead¬ 
ly. I know the floors were made 
of asbestos. He used to come 
home covered in dust. It was 
only when he worked there 
that he realised how bad it 
was at the Wigan firm. I can 
remember him saying that if 
he knew all this before, when 
he worked at that other firm, 
he’d have done something 
about it.” 

Mr Poyser hopes to take 
legal action against those re¬ 
sponsible for exposing his fa¬ 
ther to asbestos. He added: 
“It is important that we do get 
answers about where my dad 
came into contact with asbes¬ 
tos. Not just for us but for the 
other p eople who worked with 
my dad. 

“You know who I feel sorry 
for if this started in Community 
Industries: the kids who worked 
there. It’sjust appalling.” 

Mr Poyser’s lawyer Bridget 
Collier, of Slater and Gordon, 
said: “Mr Poyser’s life was cut 
short because of his contact 
with asbestos. 

“We hope to hear from 
anyone who worked on those 
sites or with Mr Poyser so we 
can understand whether he 
would have come into con¬

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Hospital apology 
overtragic error

A top doctor at Whiston Hos¬ 
pital issued an unreserved 
apology to the family of a St 
Helens grandmother at an in¬ 
quest yesterday. 

Dr Julia Hendry admitted that 
Nora Peters, 74, who was erro¬ 
neously administered an ox¬ 
ygen-driven nebuliser in the 
days before she died, had been 
given “sub-optimal care”. 

The inquest heard that the 
nebuliser should instead have 
been connected to a cylinder 
containing medical air. 

Dr Hendry said: “I would 
like to apologise to Mrs Pe¬ 
ters’ family on behalf of the 
trust. The care offered to Mrs 
Peters fell far short of the care 
our trust would normally offer 
to patients.” 

An inquest at St Helens 
Town Hall heard how Mrs Pe¬ 


ters, of Randon Grove, had 
been admitted to Whiston on 
May 15, 2013, suffering from 
breathlessness. 

A long-time chronic ob¬ 
structive pulmonary disease 
(COPD) sufferer, she had been 
an increasingly regular visitor 
to the hospital in the previous 
12 months. 

But doctors were working 
towards discharging her back 
home on May 20 when tragedy 
struck. 

Staff nurse Tracy Stocks 
told how she noticed that the 
cylinder connected to Mrs 
Peters’ nebuliser was empty 
and how a healthcare assist¬ 
ant had then changed it on the 
evening of May 19. 

But the wrong cylinder 
- one containing high-flow 
oxygen - was then used for 
“several minutes”. 

The in-house Medical 
Emergency Team (MET) were 
then called to the ward short¬ 
ly after 10pm and MET nurse 


Sarah Cordon noticed that the 
wrong cylinder had been used 
by staff. 

Mrs Peters sadly passed 
away shortly before 10am on 
May 22. 

An independent review 
conducted by Liverpool-based 
expert Dr Walshaw found that 
Mrs Peters died of “acute res¬ 
piratory failure due to high- 
flow oxygen therapy due to 
end-stage COPD”. 

A hospital spokeswoman 
said: “The trust offers its sin¬ 
cere condolences to the family 
of the late Mrs Peters, and has 
unreservedly apologised for 
the shortfalls in her care. 

“An immediate and thor¬ 
ough investigation was car¬ 
ried out and staff have worked 
openly with the Coroner. 

“The trust has introduced 
a number of additional meas¬ 
ures to improve the quality of 
care including clearer label¬ 
ling of gas cylinders and in¬ 
creased education of staff.”

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Town has some of country’s 
worst performing schools

St Helens has some of the 
worst-performing secondary 
schools in the country, the Of- 
sted chief inspector’s annual 
report shows. 

Just 35 per cent of the town’s 
high school pupils learn in an 
institution which is good or 
outstanding, placing St Hel¬ 
ens joint 148th in the ranking 
of England’s local authorities. 

The poor performance, 
down 12 percentage points 
on the 2013 figures, is in stark 
contrast to the impressive 
performances in the area’s pri¬ 
mary school classrooms, with 
89 per cent of St Helens’ pri¬ 
mary school pupils attending 
good or outstanding schools. 

Sir Michael Wilshaw’s 
strongly-worded report to 
Parliament says despite signs 


of improvement in Knowsley 
educational standards across 
the North West remains “a 
postcode lottery” for many 
children and young people. 

Andy Dempsey, director of 
children and young people’s 
services at St Helens Council, 
said: “We are aware of the low 
proportion of our secondary 
schools currentlyjudged to be 
good or outstanding by Ofst- 
ed and are working intensively 
with schools to improve this. 

“Against a backcloth of 
considerable change through 
qualification and curriculum 
reform St Helens secondary 
schools have maintained their 
performance and are current¬ 
ly above national averages for 
five GCSEs at A* to C including 
English and maths. 

“We expect this position to 
improve further over the com¬ 
ing years and that the judge¬ 
ments of the regulator will 
improve accordingly.”

ready acted by appointing Phil 
Fitzpatrick as a local schools 
commissioner with the role of 
chairing the town’s school im¬ 
provement board to increase 
accountability. 

St Helens also has a gap of 
28.4 per cent in GCSE achieve¬ 
ment between pupils who qual¬ 
ify for free school meals and 
those who do not, compared 
to the England-wide average of 


26.7 per cent. A total of 31.5 per 
cent of St Helens’ pupil qualify 
for free meals at school. 

The report also expressed 
particular concern about the 
low levels of pupils in Knows¬ 
ley who perform well at pri¬ 
mary school and then go on to 
excel at GCSE too. 

Only 28 per cent of pupils 
who got a level five or better 
in their Key Stage Two assess¬ 
ments in mathematics went 
on to gain the A or A* grade in 
the subject at GCSE, and the 
percentage for English is even 
lower at 18 per cent. In St Hel¬ 
ens the achievement rates are 
40 per cent and 38 per cent re¬ 
spectively. 

Sir Michael also addressed 
the issue of low-level dis¬ 
ruption in his report, say¬ 
ing Knowsley haqs just over 
double the national level of 
fixed-term exclusions from 
secondary school. 

In addition, Knowsley was 
criticised for having “particu¬ 


larly weak” performances at 
key stage four level for young 
people aged 15 and 16 and for 
poor levels of success by dis¬ 
advantaged pupils. 

The report said the un¬ 
derlying message from the 
region’s schools was that pri¬ 
mary providers are continu¬ 
ing to improve and reach high 
standards but the quality of 
provision at secondary level 
was stalling. 

In his opening summary, 
Sir Michael wrote: “Educa¬ 
tional outcomes for children 
and learners are improving 
but there is considerable var¬ 
iation within the region and 
across the sectors. In particu¬ 
lar, there are too many second¬ 
ary schools that simply are not 
good enough. 

“Effective system lead¬ 
ership across all sectors is 
needed to break this cycle of 
educational failure; however, 
too often this is absent or un¬ 
coordinated.

The offender demand¬ 
ed cash but, following a 
brief struggle with one of 
the guards, both of them 
ran off empty-handed. 
They were last seen head¬ 
ing towards Evelyn Avenue 
where they are believed to 
have got into a vehicle, pos¬ 
sibly a white Ford Transit 
Van.

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Council hit litter louts in the pocket with fines

A trio of St Helens litter louts 
have been hit with a fine 
as part of a local authority 
crackdown on environmental 
offences. 

And council bosses are hoping 
the prosecutions will serve as 
a deterrent and vowed to con¬ 
tinue their hardline policy. 

Fines of £75 plus £195 and 


a victim surcharge of £20 
were handed to Carl Pierse 
of Catherine Way, Alan Ap¬ 
pleton of Cherry Tree Drive 
and Stephen Downing of 
Chatterise Court as a result of 
non-payment of fixed penalty 
notices (FPN). 

The cases were all proved 
in their absence at St Helens 
Magistrates Court as none of 
three attended their hearings. 

Coun Seve Gomez-Aspron, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and neighbourhoods, 


said: “Prosecution is used as a 
last resort and in the vast ma¬ 
jority of cases littering offenc¬ 
es are dealt with by way FPN. 

“However, if a Fixed Penal¬ 
ty Notice is not paid on time, 
or a person is abusive or pro¬ 
vides false or misleading in¬ 
formation to officers then it 
our policy to prosecute those 
individuals. 

“The council is determined 
to tackle those persons re¬ 
sponsible and these first 
prosecutions should provide 


a clear indication to those 
who doubt the council’s re¬ 
solve. The simplest way is not 
to litter.” 

Since the council’s Envi¬ 
ronmental Warden Team was 
set up in August, 600 FPNs 
have been issued. 

Bosses have said disgrace¬ 
ful louts had been costing 
the cash-strapped authority 
£i.7m.

Parking charges raised £24,000 for St Helens Council

St Helens Council raked in a 
profit of almost £25,000 from 
parking charges this year. 

According to research by the 
RAC Foundation, the author¬ 
ity raised £24,000 in 2013/14, a 
record surplus from its on and 
off-street parking activities. 

But this is nearly a 
£100,000 decrease from the 
year before from fines, per¬ 
mits and tickets. And it’s more 
than halved in the last four 
years from 2010/11. 

A council spokesman said: 
“St Helens remains one of the 
cheapest towns in the North 
West in which to park. 

“The council has deliber¬ 
ately kept prices down as part 
of our campaign to attract 
more shoppers into the town 
centre. 

“As well as free parking on 
Saturdays we also operate a 
Tree after 3pm’ scheme dur¬ 
ing the week. As a result we’ve 
seen increased footfall among 
retailers and at local visitor at¬ 
tractions.” 

The figures are a lot low¬ 
er than compared to other 
neighbouring authorities in 
the amount they profited from

“They told me to cut up 
the debit card and they would 
send me a new one. When I 
dialled 1471 to try to find out 
the fraudster’s number, the 
number was withheld.” 

Earlier this month two eld¬ 
erly women were tricked into 
handing over significant por¬ 
tions of their life-savings by 
conmen also posing as police 
officers.

this year. 

Councils as a whole in Eng¬ 
land made a combined “prof¬ 
it” of £667m from their on and 
off-street parking operations. 
The previous year they made 
£594m. 

RAC Foundation director 
Prof Stephen Glaister added: 
“Parking profits seem to be a 
one-way street for councils, 
having risen annually for the 


last five years. Yet over the 
same period spending on local 
roads has fallen about a fifth in 
real terms. We understand the 
pressures councils are under 
with their overall income still 
falling and the level of serv¬ 
ices they have to provide in 
such areas as social care ris¬ 
ing rapidly. 

“The bottom line is that 
parking policy and charges 
must be about managing traf¬ 
fic not raising revenue.”

Family pet cat is shot with air rifle arson attack

A12-year-oldgirlwas 
shocked to discover that 
her family’s pet cat had been 
shot twice in the head with 
an air rifle. 

Police say two-year-old cat 
Rosie (pictured) was let out 
from her Whiston home 
as usual on the morning of 
Wednesday, December 3. 

But when she arrived back 
that afternoon her owner’s 
12-year-old daughter found 
that she was bleeding and 
had a number of injuries to 
her head. 

A vet confirmed that the 
cat had suffered injuries con¬ 
sistent with being shot twice 
in the head. 

Her breathing was re¬ 
stored and she is now recov¬ 
ering from her injuries but, 
unfortunately, she has lost 


one of her eyes. 

Officers believe Rosie may 
have been shot while in Stadt 
Moers Park and inquiries in¬ 
to the incident are now being 
carried out. 

Neighbourhood sergeant 


Paul Carroll said: “It’s hard 
to believe that anyone could 
be so callous as to shoot a cat 
in the head with an air rifle. 

“I would appeal to anyone 
who has seen anything sus¬ 
picious in the park recently, 


including any people using 
air weapons, to get in touch 
with us. 

“I would also urge anyone 
who may have heard people 
talking about this incident, 
or thinks they know who 


those responsible are, to con¬ 
tact us as soon as possible.”

A gas main supply fire 
which sparked an emer¬ 
gency evacuation is be¬ 
lieved to have been an 
arson attack.

Station manager Ged 
Sheridan said: “Firefight¬ 
ers controlled the fire to 
stop it spreading and re¬ 
quested a gas engineer to 
attend to isolate the gas 
supply to help extinguish 
the fire. 

“The gas engineers had 
to dig to stop the gas supply 
feeding the flames and fire¬ 
fighters then extinguished 
the fire.”

right time as well as helping patients 
understand how to reduce the risk of 
falling ill in the first place. 

Dr Stephen Cox, Clinical Accountable 
Officer said: "There is a direct link 
between cold weather and heart and 
respiratory problems, serious illness, 
discomfort and depression, so it's 
really important for everyone to look 
after themselves and others as the 
temperatures begin to fall. 

"There is always extra pressure on 
A&E services throughout winter 
but there are measures you can 


undertake to reduce the risk of 
falling ill in the first place. There are 
also a number of minor illnesses and 
ailments that can be self-treated 
with the support of your local 
pharmacist." 

There are 1.5 million people in the 
North West with a long term health 
condition so it's important they avoid 
running out of their medication or 
becoming seriously ill over Christmas 
and New Year, by ordering their 
prescriptions in plenty of time and 
getting advice from their pharmacist 
about how to deal with winter bugs. 



Top tips for reducing 
the risk of falling ill: 


1. If you are eligible, get a flu jab 

2. Wash your hands regularly to avoid infections like norovirus 

3. Get your boiler, cooker and heating serviced and speak to your landlord 
about ways you can improve the energy efficiency of your home 

4. If you are older you could be entitled to help with energy bills 

5. Wearing layers, blankets and consuming hot meals and drinks throughout 
the day can help you to stay warm and well 

6. If you have a long-term condition, which requires medication, 
make sure you order your Christmas prescription in plenty of time 

7. Eating sensibly, stop smoking, drinking in moderation and taking regular 
exercise can reduce the risk of falling ill 

8. Hats, gloves and coats are all essential to keeping you warm; 

avoid keeping things in your coat pocket which could have an impact 
if you fall and wearing sensible shoes with a good grip will reduce the 
risk of falling over on snow or ice 

9. Make sure someone knows if you are feeling unwell and look out for 
vulnerable neighbours and family members 

10. Most cold and flu symptoms, and other minor illnesses like coughs, sprains, 
stomach upsets and earache can be treated safely at home without the need 
for a GP, and please remember that antibiotics are ineffective at treating 
these viral conditions. But if you want advice a pharmacist can help or access 
information from a reputable source such as NHS Choices

New transport links provide 

Oxford and Scottish Borders set to reap 
benefits from infrastructure improvements 


property boost 


N ew transport 
links in Oxford, 
Shrewsbury and 
the Scottish Bor¬ 
ders open up new 
locations for homebuyers. 

There is nothing like 
an improvement in public 
transport to boost proper¬ 
ty prices, and 2015 will see 
some prime opportunities to 
benefit. 

According to one recent 
study by Nationwide, Lon¬ 
doners will pay a 10.5 per 
cent price premium to live 
within 500 metres of a sta¬ 
tion, while Glaswegians will 
pay 6 per cent extra. Buyers 
in Manchester are willing to 
spend an extra 4.6 per cent 
to live a short walk from their 
nearest station. 

All of which is great news 
for those keen to buy in 
Oxford because next year 
Chiltern Railways launches 
a 58-minute service from 


Water Eaton, just north of 
the city. 

Guy Shaw, of estate 
agents John D Wood is con¬ 
fident that the new service 
will provide a fillip to pric¬ 
es in north Oxford, Sum- 
mertown, Wolvercote and 
Kidlington. The knock on 
effects may be felt further 
afield too, in Marston and 
Headington. “Houses north 
of the ring road have tradi¬ 
tionally been lower priced 
as more are affected by road 
noise and traffic,” he ex¬ 
plained. “They are also seen 
to be just beyond the prime 
area but the new station will 
now change this.” 

The area north of Oxford’s 
ring road is also benefitting, 
said Shaw, from a ripple ef¬ 
fect of buyers priced out of 
its expensive central-north¬ 
ern area. “I would definitely 
be looking at property in this 
corner of Oxford and we have 



already seen investors buy¬ 
ing flats here,” he said. 

Buyers who want to 
benefit from the new sta¬ 
tion should budget around 
£295,000 for a two-bedroom 
ex-local authority flat right 
up to £2m for a five- 
bedroom house. 


Up in the Scottish Borders 
locals are looking forward 
to the launch, next Septem¬ 
ber, of the Borders Railway, 
which will give towns like 
Melrose a boost as a com¬ 
muter option. 

The historic border town 
sits by the River Tweed and 


is overlooked by the Eildon 
Hills. Jamie Macpherson, 
owner of Macpherson Prop¬ 
erty, believes that the 
benefits will be a slow burn 
in the borders. 

At present buyers could 
pick up a two-bedroom flat 
for around £150,000 and a 
detached four-bedroom Vic¬ 
torian house for £450,000 to 
£500,000. He believes that 
once the new service starts 
demand across the Borders 
will pick up, after a slow 2014 
but there will not be a sudden 
boom as there is, currently, 
plenty of stock on the mar¬ 
ket. “It will drive prices the 
right way, but not overnight,” 
he said. 

Another area seeing 
transport improvements is 
Shrewsbury in Shropshire, 
with the first direct train 
service to London launching 
on December 14. The jour¬ 
ney will take more than 2.5 


hours, making it a stretch for 
commuters, but those work¬ 
ing in Birmingham can get to 
the office in under an hour. 

Shrewsbury is a beauti¬ 
ful medieval market town 
with some gorgeous tim¬ 
ber-framed buildings and 
plenty of jobs in the tourism 
industry. The prime place to 
buy is in the area known as 
the “river loop” - a meander 
of the River Severn within 
which lies the city centre and 
its shops, bars and cafes. A 
three to four-bedroom town- 
house in this area, which 
is also close to the station 
would cost around £350,000. 

“We expect a growth in 
the number of buyers who 
will be able to commute from 
the town to work, taking 
great advantage of cheaper 
house prices here as well as 
excellent schools,” said Kevin 
Boulton, of estate agents 
Strutt & Parker.

St Hel¬ 
ens was one of the 
areas singled out for the com¬ 
paratively low proportion of 
children who could expect to 
attend ‘good’ or ‘outstanding’ 
secondary schools. 

But while we are aware 
that improvements need to 
be made, the figures don’t tell 
the whole story. 

The Ofsted findings are 
based on inspections that 
happened some time ago - 
and things are improving. 

Against a backdrop of 
considerable qualification 
and curriculum reform 
our secondary schools are 
currently above national 
averages for pupils gaining 
five GCSEs A*-C including 
English and maths. The na¬ 
tional figure is 52.6 per cent 
of pupils - but we are at 54.6 
per cent. 

We expect this position 
to improve further over the 
coming months, particularly 
with the arrival of our new 
Local Schools Commissioner 
Phil Fitzpatrick. 

We’re one of the first 
authorities in the country 
to create such a role - show¬ 
ing that we mean business 
when it comes to helping our 
young people to fulfil their 
potential. 

I t’s good to see all the 
work that’s now going 
into looking after our 
service personal and 
veterans. 

There’s lots of help availa¬ 
ble, but for many of our serv¬ 
icemen and women it hasn’t 
been easy trying to find it. In 
St Helens though, all that’s 
set to change. 

An information evening 
at the recently-opened Cen¬ 


turion Centre in North Road 
gave representatives from 12 
armed forces organisations 
the chance to meet officials 
from health, housing and 
work-related services as well 
as partner organisations. 

Against an ever changing 
background - and with more 
and more services available 
locally - the session aimed 
to increase communication 
and partnership working 
between local armed forces 
organisations and local serv¬ 
ices. 

It’s the first of many ses¬ 
sions taking place and the 
start of ongoing work among 
the various armed forces or¬ 
ganisations and local support 
services - and this commu¬ 
nication will be maintained 
as we develop a cohesive 
approach that addresses the 
needs of servicemen, service- 
women and veterans. 


O ur new litter 

wardens are al¬ 
ready making an 
impact. 

Three people 
were fined at St Helens Mag¬ 
istrates Court after the war¬ 
dens spotted them dropping 
rubbish. Fines of £75, £195 
costs and a victim surcharge 
of £20 were handed out to 
each defendant. 

The prosecutions were a 
last resort - as the vast major¬ 
ity of cases involving littering 
offences are dealt with by a 
fixed penalty notice. Howev¬ 
er, if it’s not paid on time, or a 
person is abusive or provides 
false or misleading informa¬ 
tion to officers, then it’s our 
policy to prosecute those 
individuals. Since the litter 
wardens began their work in 
August, they’ve served over 
600 fixed penalty notices - 
which incur a £75 charge or 
£50 if paid within 10 days.

ROAD TEST-TOYOTA YARIS 1.5 


Small car that has big heart 


SMALL, frugal and easy on the 
eye, Toyota’s Yaris Hybrid prom¬ 
ises ultra-low emissions, fuel 
consumption and running costs. 

It might not hog the limelight 
like Ford’s Fiesta but Toyota’s 
Yaris is a big deal for its Japa¬ 
nese maker. 

In refreshed guise this su¬ 
permini boasts a useful list of 
improvements plus the added 
bonus of a hybrid variant that’s 
easy to live with and pleasingly 
enjoyable to drive. 


Sporting a variation on the 
smaller Aygo’s funky nose plus 
a thorough refresh of its cab¬ 
in - softer touch plastics and 
a low cost infotainment sys¬ 
tem are the interior highlights 
- the hybrid Yaris also boasts 
reduced emissions down 
from 79 to 75g/km C02 and a 
retuned driving experience. 

The Yaris is a small car with 
a big heart, thanks in part to 
its good size cabin and ample 
head and legroom. It’s apracti- 
cal machine too, with a decent 


boot plus the ability to easily 
fold the rear seats. 

Crucially, though, it’s also 
small enough to stand a fight¬ 
ing chance of zipping through 
congested city traffic with ease. 

While the combination of 
small cars with auto gearbox¬ 
es might still be modest, the 
hybrid Yaris is a two-pedal car 
with a difference. 

Like the rest of Toyota’s hy¬ 
brid fleet, the auto-style driv¬ 
ing experience works well in 
hybrid mode and takes the pain 


out of stop-start urban driving. 
Add the petrol motor and the 
combined 100 horsepower 
thrust is plenty even for ex¬ 
tended motorway runs. 

The Yaris Hybrid might not 
be a bargain basement super¬ 
mini, but to complain is to 
miss the point. For the mon¬ 
ey you get a well-equipped car. 
Young or old, rich or not-quite- 
so-rich, the Yaris Hybrid’s ap- 
peal centres on the cost of 
ownership savings and the car’s 
ease of use factor.
